When he didn't return, search 
was instituted and ten days later 
his dog was found wild and un- 
friendly. No trace of the young man 
was found lasjt fall and cold weath- 
er and fog called off efforts 'ffien. 

The .latest search was expected to 
last a week unless Prange is located 
earlier. 

Charles Schmiedeke, head of the 
Missoula county sheriffs search and 
rescue association and sheriff Wil- 
liam J. Walker had decided on Au- 
gust being a good time to resume 
the hunt, 

They said that by this time most 
of the snow would be gone and the 
weather would still be warm in the 
higher reaches. 

Some of the country near- Crystal 
" lake where the base camp -was to be 
set up is ;over 7,000 feet high. Sharp 
cliffs surmount deep, frigid lakes. 
Greatest Effort 

The rescue group said earlier it 
-would launch its greatest effort 
since its organization in its search 
for Prange.

"We realize that searching for

Seek Elderly Missing Man 



James Webb of 
Antioch Area 
Left July 31^ 

An 85-year-old man, father of 
Robert Webb of the Antioch area, 
Is the object of a widespread 
search in the eastern part of the 
United States. 

James Webb was believed to 
have left Chicago by bus from an 
intown depot July 31 for what was 
expected to be a Boutine trip to 
Florida. 



Nothing has been heard from him 
nor has he been reported seen since 
that time, his son said this week. 

Robert Webb told the Antioch 
News Tuesday that he took his 
father into Chicago on July 31, 
bought him a ticket to Winter Park, 
Fla., checked his baggage and then 
left him. 

The son explained that, he had 
to return to his business, Webb's 
Boat service located on route 173 
near Antioch, and could not stay 
to see the" elderly man off on the 
bus. 

The. older man was scheduled to 
meet a former fire chief of Winter 
Park and his wife, in Florida. The 
latter told Robert Webb that James 



Webb never arrived in the Florida 
city. 

The Antioch man said that ordi- 
narily a trip by bus to the city in 
Florida took about 32 hours if no 
stopover was made along the way. 

It was to have been one of many 
trips made by the elderly man who 
preferred to go by bus, his son 
said. The elderly man was to have 
made the trip by himself.

Iheldbn, an executive of Harris 
and Savings Bank of Chicago 
tost to Ansel .Kinney, president 
of International Register Company 
also of Chicago whose company is 
erecting the new plant which" is 
located at the western edge of the 
village of Spring Grove/ on U.< S.

The first unit Of the factory is to 
be a modern manufacturing plant 
512 feet long by 200 feet wide of 
steel, brick. .and, stone construction 
housing the production of electronic 
products including time clocks, 
meters; heating elements, automatic 
switches and allied lines. 
Two More Planned -, 

It is planned to follow the first 
unit with two more of like size until 
the factory reaches its contemplated 
size eventually, employing about 
1400. 

The personnel will consist of both 
skilled and unskilled labor, female 
employees being* In the" majority. 

The contract for the erection of 
the factory has been let to a native 
Spring Grove man, Arnold N. May, 
president of the Ay N. May Construc- 
tion Co. of Richmond.

HEALTHFULLY COOL 
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1,6 74 Given Help 
From State Funds 

Statistics on the number of per- 
sons in 'Lake county on aid to de- 
pendent children, blind assistance, 
disability assistance, general as- 
sistance and old age assistance rolls 
were announced this week. 

The Illinois public aid commission 
said that„statewide the number of 
persons receiving assistance in June 
dropped about 5,500 persons as com- 
pared to May of this year. 

However, the total of 367,449, was 
up somewhat from the June 1958 
totals of 342,287. 

Lake county in June of this year 
had 594 persons receiving $19,366 
for aid to dependent children; 18 
persons, $1,231 for blind assistance; 
33, $2,116 for disability assistance; 
449, $26,114.14 for general assistance, 
and 580, $34,438 for old age assist- 
ance, for a total of 1,674.

, The Illinois state toll highway 
ommission is now collecting a 25 
cent toll for each vehicle entering 
the Tri-State tollway northbound at 
Illinois Route 22 (Half-Day road). 

The same toll became effective for 
southbound traffic on the Tri-State 
tollway which exists at the Illinois 
Route 22 (Half-Day road) exit. * 

Charles M. Burgess, chairman of 
the commission, announced that the 
new ramp toll collection facilities 
in no way affect traffic on the Tri- 
State Tollway. 

The new toll will apply only to 
vehicles entering northbound or 
leaving the Tollway southbound at 
this point. 

Previously, it was possible to 
make a trip between Illinois 22 and 
Grand avenue (Route 132) without 
payment of toll.

Your car can - be made to yield 
more miles per gallon of gasoline, 
according to the editors of Changing 
Times magazine. Oa an annual basis, 
the difference in gasoline cost be- 
tween the highest and the lowest 
mileages recorded in this year's Mo- 
bllgas Economy Run, for example, 
would be around $60. 

The first step, the editors say, lies 
in the choice of an ecconomical car. 
That means selecting the lightest car 
that Is spacious enough for transpor- 
tation needs; an] engine of modest 
displacement; the lowest- rear-axle- 
ratio available; the most • economi- 
cal transmission.

6. SHIFT UP TO TOP GEAR AS 
SOON AS POSSIBLE. Top gear is 
the economy gear; stay in it as much 
as possible. 

* 7. KEEP A CONSTANT SPEED. 
Anticipate slowing traffic and stops; 
when the brakes are used, gas is 
wasted. 

8. IDLE SPARINGLY. An idling 
engine wastes about a penny's worth 
of gas every four minutes.

When Freezing 

■ - 

Freezing,' when properly done, is 
a. highly , satisfactory method of 
preserving sweet corn.. 

Corn retains more of its original 
flavor, value, texture and nutritive 
value .when frozen than when pre- 
served in any_other_way;__. 

The first step in freezing is to> 
select only high-quality corn. Freez- 
ing does not improve corn and may 
even magnify its undesirable char- 
acteristics. ( 

So avoid overmature or starchy 
corn, or corn that is not yet mature, 

After picking, remove the husks 
and silks. Wash the ears in clean, 
cold water. Discard any ears that 
are injured, bruised or otherwise 
not up to standard. 

All corn should* be blanched be- 
fore freezing so that it will retain 
its original quality and flavor. 

Place 8 medium-sized ears into 5 
quarts of boiling water for about 
8 minutes. Then cool the ears im- 
mediately by plunging them into 
cold water. 

Make sure the cobs as well as the 
corn cool sufficiently. 

If you wish to remove the corn 
from the cob, do so after it is 
blanched. 

After cooling, drain thoroughly 
and pack. Make sure the containers 
are moisture-vapor.. proof. 

Store the corn at degrees F. or 
lower.
